When the measure embodying the 
gold standard adopted by the 
house, the republicans greeted the re- 
gult with cheers. On the other hand 
Wall street responded a money 
crisis as severe as any the street ever 
If the republican party had 
pressed an electric button connected 
with a deposit of dynamite Wall 
street, the explosion would not have 
destroyed more values. 

But for the concerted aciion of the 
banks in coming forward with relief 
at the last moment the panic would 
have been worse than that 1893. 
The men who sent out the news from 
Wall street didn’t pretend to conceal 
the cause of the panic. [t 
imperative need of money developed 
by the violent contraction in values.” 

Look at the history of our more re- 
cent panics. Though the demoneti- 
gation of silver in 1873 was surrepti- 
tious so far as the public con- 
cerned, it was no to lead- 
ing bankers. As as 
complished, there was a contraction 
of values, and the result of that con- 
traction js known as the panic of 1879. 
In 1893, the Indian mint was closed to 
silver; there was another contraction 
in values, and the result was the awful 
panic from which the country is just 
emerging. On December 18, 1899, the 
republicans passed in the house a cur- 
rency bill embodying the single gold 
standard as the unit and measure of 
value. As acrash of thunder follows 
the lightning stroke, a panic devel- 
oped in Wall street; values were vio- 
lently contracted, and millions of dol- 
Jars’ worth of property was sacrificed. 
Money went as high as 186, a rate that 
means something more than ruin for 
those who were compelled to pay it.

Legal Traditional Aspect. 


Editor Constitution—At the 
classed among the ‘“‘fiends,’” I wish to give 
you an item or so on the above. There are 
some facts which appear to have been overlook- 
ed by the writers on the subject. One is the 
tradition of the church in regard to ecclesias- 
tical chronology. Another fact refers to the 
decisions of our courts in regard to the prin- 
cipal involved. And still another fact Is 
that which takes into account the significance 
of figures. Some jugglers can handle figures 
in a way to make their meaning very ob- 
scure. 

Figures represent completed facts—not par- 
tial ones. The figure | represents the whole 
unit—not simply one-half, or three-fourths, or 
any other fractional part. The figures on the 
calender represent completed periods—not par- 
tlal periods. The year | represents the com- 
pleted first year of the first century. One 
hundred represents the completed century. 
The figures 1900, when we are permitted to 
write them properly, will stand for the com- 
pleted century—the completed nineteenth cen- 
tury. The pope is right. There is no error 
in the calender. He is but reiterating the 
traditions of the church. The period does not 
date from the actual birth of the Christ, for 
that is an unknown and indeterminate point 
in history. The precise date cannot be clearly 
fixed. But the ecclesiastical chronology holds 
that the figures 100 represent the first com- 
pleted century of the Christian era—the ‘‘lost 
year’’ referred to by writers already accounted 
for. On the first anniversary of the declara- 
tion of our American independence, we had 
passed into the second century of the indepen- 
dence history. The courts have held that a 
man is a year old the day before his second 
birthday—his first birthday being the one on 
which he came into the world. On the second 
birthday he is one year and one day old—

The times-Herald 
has left itself with 365 days at the beginning 
of the calender undated, starting his dates 
with January |, year |, on the anniversary 
of the first of these undated days. 

It is not that I do not understand this writ- 
ers proposition, but that I believe it false 
that I have written the above. 

Since I have seen no exposition in your 
columns of the views of those who adhere to 


the 1899 theory, it may be well to view 


them here that the fallacy they embody may | 


be more readily seen. The Times-Herald writ- 
er reckons the years and centuries as he does 
the time of day. The day begins at 12 o'clock, 
midnight. The time then becomes, one, two, 
three, five, ten, twenty, etc., minutes of the 
new day, no hour (of the new day) being men- 
tioned until | o'clock is reached, when the 
time becomes ‘‘one hour;’’ after which it ls 
expressed ‘‘one hour,’ ten minutes,”’ ‘‘one 
hour, twenty minutes,"’ on to 2 o'clock. From 
this it will be seen that when the figure 2 is 
used to express the time, two hours of the 
day have passed. The Times-Herald writer 
attempts to apply this mode of reckoning to 
the days as they foll into years. He would 
have us believe that the first January was 
unqualified, bearing no year date; that, when 
the succeeding eleven months had rolled 
around, time became ‘‘one year,’ or as he 
prefers, ‘“‘first year,"’ to correspond with his 
‘*! o’clock;’’ that after that time the date 
could be expressed: ‘'First year, January |,’’ 
to correspond with “| o'clock, ten minutes.” 
In other words, that to write “January |, 
1900" is a transposition—that it should be 
written ‘1900, January |,"’ indicating that 
1900 years have passed, and that the January 
mentioned is the first month of the {90Oist 
year. If this view were correct, the makers 
of the calendar would have so written it. Sup- 
pose a printed calendar—such as we under- 
stand today by the word calendar—had been 
made for the first year of the era; the twelve 
leaves of this calendar woyld have been head- 
ed ‘‘January,’’ “‘February,"’ etc., without ref- 
erence to’year. The next, or calendar for the 
second year, would have read “First year, 
January,’’ indicating that the time was ‘‘one 
year, and January into the second year.”’ This, 
however, was not the process; had the calen-

year, and so on until we reach the present 
year—January |, 1899, being the first day 
of the 1899th year, and December 3lst next 
to be the last.day of that year. It is needless 
to say that another full year must be added 
to fill out the 1900 years. 

One point further. The Times-Herali 
quotes several paragraphs from different pres- 
idents’ proclamations to bolster his position. 
All are identical as bearing on this subject; 
I, therefore, select but one. The writer quotes: 
**Done the 9th day of July, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand, seven hundred and 
seventy-eight, and in the third year of the 
independence of America.” He then adds: 
‘It was then only five days beyond the second 
anniversary of the declaration of, indepen- 
dence, yet all loyfl Americans knew that they 
were in their third year.” It is quite true that 
all Americans knew they were in their third 
year. Was there one who believed independence 
had existed three years?* Suppose three 
years to make a century, was there one at 
that time who would have claimed independence 
to be a century old because it had passed its 
second anniversary and was tn its third year? 
Apply The Times-Herald’s argument to this, 
and independence was three years old after 
having existed two years and five days—after 
passing its second anniversary by five days. 
Six months later, though still in its third 
year, independence must h&Ave been three and 
one-half years of age. In view of this I may 
admit that the century will be complete on 
reaching the beginning of tts hundredth year. 
A proclamation written fifteen minutes after 
the signing of the Declaration of Independence 
would have been dated ‘“‘in the first year of 
our independence.’’ A proclamation signe 
364 days later would have borne the same 
date Pass the first anniversary one moment 
and ‘“‘the second year of our independence’’ 
begins, vet our independence is but one year 
old. Pass the 1899 mark one second and the 
1900th year commences. Must we not com- 
plete it before we are 1900 years old?

Lord Herbert Kitchener of Khartoum, 
who has recently been designated chief 
of staff of Lord Roberts, suecessor t4 
British 
forces in the Transvaal, earned his wel} 
deserved title last year as sirdar of the 
Anglo-Egyptian force which destroyed 
the power of Mahdism and opened up the 
territory of the Soudan to civilization, 
Lord Kitchener is 49 years old. tie en- 
tered the army as a lieutenant in S871. 
Three years later he joined the survey of 
western Palestine, under Captain Conder. 
In 1877 he was in command of the 
exploring party which executed the sur- 
vey of Galilee. On the administration of 
Cyprus being taken over by Great Britain 
he was sent there to organize the land 
courts, and was next appointed » cons 
sul of the country about Erzeroum.

He advised 
the successful operations against the der- 
vishes in 1888, and was made a C. B. for 
the action at Toski in the following year. 
In 1899 he was made sirdar of the Egyp- 
tian army. 


Brigadier General Hector MacDonald, 
who has been chosen by the authorities 
of the British war department the 
successor of the late Brigadier General 
Wauchope, in command of the Highland 
brigade in South Africa, has*distinguished 
himself on many former occasions by 
reason of his superb soldiership. Heis the 
commanding officer who saved the day 
for England at Omdurman, when a third 
of the khalifa’s army suddenly flung it- 
self upon his brigade of Egyptian troops, 
which had become isolated from the re- 
mainder of the sirdar’s forces. MacDon- 
ald was beset on every side. The fella- 
heen under him stood their ground, their 
commander showing himself at every 
point on the line, and literally carved 
their way through the dervishes and 
made a victory out of what threatened 
to be overwhelming defeat. General Mac- 
Donald entered the army as a private 
when he was nineteen years of agé, 
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GENERAL HECTOR MACDONALD. 


He was the son of a small property ownet 
of Rootfield, Muir of Ord, and was de- 
termined to make a name for himself as @ 
military man. His first enlistment was 
with the Gordon Highlanders. and he was 
their color sergeant three years after he 
became one of them. Transferred to In- 
dia, with sixty-three of his Gordons and 
a few sikhs, he routed an army of 2,00 
Afghans. Genera! Roberts and his staff 
had been ambushed at this time. and it 
was the bravery of MacDonald and his 
men that saved him.

Order a Result of the New Lease 
System Inaugurated 
Last Spring. 


_— ~~ —_—- 


For the first time since the convict 
lease system was inaugurated in Georgia 
all the convicts of the state will be given 
a holiday on Christmas day. An order 
was issued yesterday from the office of 
the prison commission to all the deputy 
wardens in the state directing them not 
to ‘work the convicts on Christmas, and 
the news will be received today in twen- 
ty penitentiary camps with a feeling as 
much akin to joy as a full fledged convict 
can manifest. 

The order of the prison commission is 
one of the results growing out of the 
change of the lease system effected last 
spring when the actual control of the 
convicts passed out of the hands of the 
lessees and became a part of the duty of 
the state. The new system which has 
been in operation less than a @ear, has 
proved highly successful not only to the 
prison commission, ‘but to the legislature 
and the fact that it admits of such en- 
lightened orders as that issued yesterday 
is\pointed to by the friends of the system 
as an evidence that it is human as well 
as successful. 

Heretofore when the personal control 
of the convicts vested in the lessees it re- 
mained with them to say whether or not 
the convicts should be given a holiday 
on Christmas and !n a majority of in- 
stances it happened that the criminal was 
forced to ‘work. 

The following is the order issued yester- 
dey by the prison commission: 

Resolved, That the rules and regulations 
heretofore governing the working of convicts, 
as prescribed by the commission, be amended 
so as to make the 25th of every December a 
holiday upon which no convict shall be allowed 
to work, except in camp duties and works of 
necessity. ;
